ASPARAGUS. 


Sow in spring as early as the ground can be worked, in drills one foot 
apart, covering the seed one inch deep. Thin the plants to three inches 
in the rows. Cultivate during summer, and give the plants a light cover- 
ing of stable-litter during winter. When two years old they may be 
transplanted into permanent beds, setting the plants four inches beneath 
the surface, in rows two feet apart, and the plants one foot apart in the 
rows. The soil should be well trenched and highly manured to insure a 
good crop.

BEES. 


The soil which is best suited for the culture of 
the Beet is that which is rather light than otherwise, 
always provided it is thoroughly enriched with ma- 
nure. For an early supply sow in spring, as soon as 
the ground becomes fit to work, in drills, about one 
foot apart and two inches deep. For main crop sow 
early in May, and for winter use sowin June. Thin 
/ out to six inches apart and hoe frequently. In Octo- 
ber the roots may be taken up and stored in cellar, or 
in pits outside, like potatoes, care being taken that 
they are not bruised or injured in the process.

Asa general 
rule, cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds, or with medium-sized seeds, like Bal- 
sams, Zinnias, etc., half an inch or sois none too much. Such fine seeds as Portulacas need only 
to be pressed into the soil with a piece of board or the palm of the hand. Always press the earth 
down firmly after sowing all flower seeds, else there is danger of their drying up before the roots 
can get firm hold of the soil.

In these machines will be found a number ot real and 
practical improvements that render this latest pattern Standard Cyphers, not only more durable, 
but also more convenient and easier to operate.

Increased Capacity.— By lengthening the 
egg trays 344 inches and furnishing an extra wire strip 
that closes the chick drop-way the Cyphers Company

to fill the tray full of eggs. After the first or second test this. strip may be removed so that at 
hatching time the chicks or ducklings drop into the nursery below. 

4th. Nursery Drawers.— Nursery drawers are furnished with all 1906 Nos. 2 and 3 Standard 
Cyphers machines and occupy the space under the egg trays and are reached by solid wooden 
doors under the glass panelled doors that open into the chamber where the egg trays are situated. 

5th. Removable Top Diaphragms. —Those on the 1906 Standard machines are covered with 
a good quality fine-texture muslin instead of thick woolen felt, by which a saving of from 10 to 
15 per cent of oil will be accomplished. They can now be removed from the machine without 
disturbing the thermostat or in any way interfering with the regulating device.
